In Europe an elegant Capricorn Beetle 
from Norway, with a greemfh Butterfly in England, not 
commonly met with. He difeovers from Afia an odd Shrub 
from fhe-borders of Perfia, and a fort of Schatnanih from the 
Coafts of Cor man del. From the Cape of Good Hope lie gives 
you the Figures of two new woolly headed Heaths , with a 
Angular grafs from the Coafi of Guinea , and a fort of Jchncu- 
men or baftard Wa fp from Cape Mount Serrado, tliefe 4 Tom

Tab. III. Tab 5. Fig. 1. Here »s figur'd a very uncommon Lilella 
or Adder bolt, "far different from all our Englifh Kinds, with 
clouded Wings like thofe of a Lootfi : This was caught a* 
bout Aleppo. The two next are beautiful fpotted Moths , the 
firft from America, the other from India, caught a!fo about 
Montpelier, by that curious Collector of all Rarities, Mr 
Charlton 5 whereby we obferve fome things common to Afla 
and Europe , as well as America, which Dr S loan in his Ca¬ 
talogue of Jamaica Plants has given us no fmali inftance of; 
In this Plate are alfo difeovered fome other new Infects^ 
Shells and Plants, with the Figure of a beautiful Humming 
Bird, whofe Throat is of fo flaming a luftre, as is fcarce to 
be lookt oh, efpecially.if the Sun Chines on it. 

The Dutchefs Doxvager of Beaufort was a generous Bcnc- 
fa&refs to this Table. 

Tab. IV. figure i- In the 4th Table he prefents you with a genu¬ 
ine Cicada from the Cape of Good Hope, very different from 
any in Europe, the Philippine Adianthum at Fig. 4. is perhaps 
one of the oddeft in Nature ^ this he copies from a defign 
the Learned Father Camel , a perfon extreamly curious in all 
parts of natural Hiftory, feat Mr. Raj and him : He hath al¬ 
fo received many other things very uncommon, which you 
will fee in this and the following Decades. 

His two varieties of the Blatta Bizintina and his Sjno- 
nyms of them are not a little curious : As alfo a figure of a 
Stella marina from China, whofe form is wonderful 5 he con¬ 
cludes with a green fort of a Sponge,which DrNiJfolejt curious 
Phjftcian and Botanifl, fent him from Mompelkr. 

The Right Honourable Charles Earl of Dorfet and Mid- 
dleflex has the Dedication of this Plate. 

Tab. V, In this.5th Table arc leveral curious and beautiful Plants 
from the Cape cf Good Hope, with three others, one from 
Afla, another from America, and the laft both from Africa.

Egg. He in this Table gives you a wonderful Aurelia or In- 
fell Cafe, which by feme is faid to be the product of the 
Bengali Silky it has this peculiar and ftrange, viz. at the ex¬ 
tremity of a long pedicle or foot-ftalk is adjoyned a Ring, 
thro which wonderful Nature fattens it to the twigs of 
Trees 5 but for a better Idea of it, I infer you to its Figure. 

His Encourager of this Plate is Sir John Hoskyns , one of 
the Matters in Chancery and V. P. R. S. 

Here we prefent you, viz. Tab. 6 • Firffc a non defcriptTab. VT*- 
Bird' from Maryland with a golden or yellow Throat, and 
from the fame place an odd Plant with a globular white 
head, which he calls Randalia, from the Grft Difcoverer of 
this Tribe. From China and its adjacent Coafts are two or 
three peculiars difeovered, viz. A Fir-leaved Cyprefs from 
Chufan , an Ifland near Liampo ; A White Cowry from Etmiy 
with a Saffron circle, and a very Angular criftatedBarnacle 
from both thefe places, which he conjectures the accurate 
Rondeletius may have feen by a Figure only he gives which 
much refembles it y the reft of the Plate is: taken up with 
Plants from the Cape, of Good'Hope, and fome ExotickAni¬ 
mals from Africa and America 5 from Which laft place'die 
gives you a final! Fly with wonderful large feather’d Horns. 

The Honourable Capp Charles Hattonhm the Prefentation 
of this Table. 

Two elegant Cape Plants are the beginning of thls jth 
Table, with a Pellitoryof the Wall from the Gwr/a/al toge¬ 
ther different from what we have yet feen : To thefe ftic- 
ceed two Foreign Butterflies., and t hree Englifb Moi hs, which 
1 aft were difeovered' by a very curious Gentlewoman'in the 
Wejl ot England , all which are wholly new. Fig <y. pre- 
fonts you with a. Humming Bird of the largeftfizC, With an 
elegant yellow fpeckied head, and this is ine greater rari¬ 
ty, becaufe it’s not only the firft Bird we have yet feen 
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•fhe figure of from the: Caps of Good Hope, but we knew 
none of this kind before common to any other part than 
America. At Figure 6 is a very odd Aurelia or Cafeworm, 
covered with bits of twigs, like fome of our Caddus's, this 
was fent him from Carolina. He concludes this Plate with 
a Vegetable , we are obliged to him for the clearer know¬ 
ledge of, viz. the Canary Or chili, a fort of Mofs growing 
on the Rocky Mountains in thofe Iflands. This the Spani¬ 
ards ufe to give a fine Dye to their Spanijh Leather. 

Dr Mart yn Lifter, one of her Majejl/s Phyficians and 
F.R. S. obliged him with this Table. 

Tab.VIII. The greateft part of this 8th Plate is taken up with a 
vaft large and wonderful PhaUna or Moth , one of the 
biggeft any Mufaum could ever yet boa It of, being full 
nine inches between the tips of each Wing, and proporti- 
onably broad $ this was fent him firft from Dantzick, but 
same from the Eft Indies 5 the reft are fome Plants from 
the Cape of Good Hope, with Infech and Shells from divers 
parts of the World, particularly a Gurious Rhinoceros 
Beetle from Portugal, and a very elegant Capricorn , fent to 
him from Mofcow by one of the ( zars Phyficians. 

That Curious Obferver Dr lancred Robinfon , Fellow of 
the Co Hedge of Phyfichus and Royal Society has the dedicati¬ 
on of this Plate prefented to him. 

Tab IT The ninth Table begins with the feveral changes of a 
" little Turtle Bee‘le from the Philippine Ifles obferved there, 
and very accurately delineated by the Reverend Bather 
George Jofeph Camel , a perfon very curious in all parts of 
Natural Hiftory, and has promifed this Author the com¬ 
munication of them, which will be no fmall difeovery from 
fo remote a part of the World. Here follows fome Shells, 
one of which is a Balanus very Angular brought him from 
the Jfle of Ajcention, which with other things the Ifland af¬ 
fords, he has given an account of in the Philofoph. Tranf- 
a&ions , No 255. Here are 5 Papiiios, two from Angola, 
and one from the Cape, all very beautiful with two TipuU 
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or Water*fpiders, both which the Author hath obferved in 
fome Ponds about London. But above all we mud not o- 
mit a very odd Animal, was* A Flying Quadrupeds which 
Father Camel Tent him a defign of, by the name of CatoSi- 
tutu* volans or Flying Cat Monkey ? the Author has defcri- 
bed it m the Philojoph. Tranf. No 277. whither I refer 
you, and here for its Figure, which is indeed very ftrange. 

Here are alfo two Algas or Sea Weeds, the lad a very ele¬ 
gant one from the Cape of Good Hope, Cent him from that 
curious Correfpondent of his, Mr John Starremberg.

having a cleft Bill $ here are alfo fome Shells Figured, and 
an American Scarab or Beetle, with two black orbicular vel- 
vetty fpots, refembling Eyes very particular 3 to thefe are 
added two rare Butterflies, the id Fig. 6. a yellowifh one 
with fpots of black and blew, the only one the Author had 
ever feen, the other a very elegant caudated PapHio, be- 
fprinkl’d underneath with curious blidery fpots, filming like 
Silver over laid with a Golden luftrc, both thefe out of 
Mr Charlton’s noble Mnfettm, which is now in the hands of 
Dr Sloan, who himfelf had before a vad Collection of all 
natural tilings, and not only from Jamaica where he perfo- 
ually was, but has and does daily add to them at his nofmai! 
Expence, whatever can be procured both from abroad and 
at home. Our Author concludes with a Coralline incruftra¬
